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ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

Claims 1-6 and 20-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is Blagsvedt (7216147), Mendiola (WO 01/86472 Al), Smith 
(Conversation Trees and Threaded Chats), and Duffy (2002/0165898). 

Blagsvedt discloses a user interface is configured to identify and display service 
providers servicing a user's computing system. The interface also identifies the presence 
information that is being supplied to the service providers by the user's local computing system 
for publication. The user can make global or discrete customized changes to the presence 
information or automatically update to reflect a new condition or status of the user. 

Mendiola discloses a system for establishing the online status of a user that includes 
assigning online status flags that are based on user activity. 

Smith discloses a system that logs and displays a user's entries listing times that 
correspond to the users enter and exit status in a collaborative system. 

Duffy discloses a method for sharing tasks that includes identifying a covered user that is 
assigned one or more task, identifying a surrogate user that is associated with the covered user 
and providing the ability for the surrogate user to access unfinished tasks. 

However the prior art fails to teach a viewable log of new and previous entries to the user 
status message that is editable by the owner user and a authorized remote user through a 
clickable portion of the user status message and broadcasting the user status message with edits 
made by the owner and remote users to other instant message clients.
